’ What a waste! 

We've heard that said a thousand 
tmes, but like the proverbial bad pen-' 
ny, it shows up again and again. 
Let’s learn to curb the waste we 
daily admit. 

Everyone of us are in business—my 
business is bread and cakes—yours 
is @ garage, a grocery store, a res- 
taurant, anything you like—-even your 
home may be your business. It takes 
work and brains to run them all 
and all of them suffer from a waste 
of one thing or another. 

Yhere are four principal items that 
are dangerously wasted and these} 
are: Time, Energy, Money and Mat- 
erial. Each of these are very import- 
ant and to choose a precedent for 
one would be folly. 

However, let us consider first the 
Waste of Time. Jimmy Durante, that 


originated the saying “Tempus Fid- 

ts,” an expression that we all know 

“Time Flies”. Life is indeed 

very short and to waste any of this 
precious time is sheer folly. 

Each one of us has been granted 
the same amount of time each year. 
One man will improve it and reap 
great results. Another wastes it and 
reaps failure. The first class people 
call the “lucky”, the second class 
is known as “unfortunate”. 

Remember this: The only difference 
between stepping stones and stumbl- 
ing blocks is the way that they are 
used. A man’s life is raid to be three 
score years and ten. It might also be 
raid to be 623,200 hours. The ruin of 
most men dates back to one of those 
hours which he wasted. 

Many of us waste our energy un- 
necessarily. Ordinary ability, proper- 
ly applied, is all that. is necessary 
for success. Worrying takes consid- 
erable energy and a lot of time: so 
does work but its work that draws 
down the cash. Worry never bridged 
a gap nor yet solved a problem but 
it has killed hundreds of people. 

Burning the candle at both ends is 
a waste of energy too because that 
“hard night’ has robbed you of to-, 
morrow’'s fitness. 

Money is often wasted before we 
realize it. A little here and a little, 
there runs into hundreds of dollars | 
in a very short time but money pro- 
perly invested can return a hundred- 
fold: Money can be wasted in other 
ways than the squandering of cur- 
rency. When your time is sold, or you| 
have faithfully promised to perform 
your work for a given price, 
just as dishonest to shirk your duty 
as it is to take that amount of 
money. A man’s worth is determined 
by his ability to stick to it until he 


‘| gets there. It's not a question of how 


much” are we to do, but of how jt is 
tobe done; it is not a question of 
doing more but doing it better. Any- 
thing less represents a waste of 
money to some one. No one gets any- 
thing for nothing; if he appears to. 
then its at the expense of someone 
else. 

The waste of material is, perhaps, 
the most recognized waste. “There's 
lots more where that came from” is 
a reckless way to pass off wasted 
material. It costs money, it takes 
time and it is labor lost. Know your 
job thoroughly; study it carefully and 
it will clear the path for you. it will 
enable you to get things done better 
—give you a lot more satisfaction 
give you respect for yourself. 

To waste time, energy, money and 
material is a shortcoming prevalent 
in all of us. A better living could be 
ours to enjoy if we would knuckle 
down and try to avoid such wastes. 
The man who only half tries doesn’t 
even half make good. A job, well 
done and with no waste gives us a 
genuine pride in ourselves and makes

SALARIES AND ALLOWANCES 


Annual salary rates for teachers in 
the publicly contrelied schools of 
eight provinces of Canada show an 


This figure is based on the median 
salaries for 50,000 teachers in 1938 
and 1044, according to figures com- 
piled by the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics 

The rates for teachers in city 
schools have increased ten per cert 
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of living bonus paid by a_compara- 
‘ively small number of schod! boards. 
The salaries for teachers in towns and 
villages are 21.6 per cent higher than 
in 1939 and those of one-room rural 
schools have advanced 50 per cent. 

There has been a decrease of 5,000 
male teachers since 1939. Numerically 
the teaching service has been main- 
tained at pre-war length, largely by 
the issuance of temporary permits to 
teach. There were 3,500 permits is- 
sued in 1944. 

There were 900 fewer teachers with 
university graduation in 1944 than in 
1939. The number of teachers with 
first class’ certificates has not de- 
creased appreciably, but generally the 
scholastic requirements have been re- 
laxed to maintain the number during 
the period of teacher, shortage due 
to the war. 

The demand for teachers with ex- 
perience, by city and town schools 
has had a more than usual devital- 
izing effect on rural schools. In 1944 
the average length of experience of 
teachers in one-room schools was 3.0 
years in comparison with 4.7 years 
in 1939. The tenure of service for 
such teachers in pre-war years was 
from two to two and a half years. In 
1944 the median for seven provinces 
—QOntario and Quebec expected—was 
1.8 years. The practice of allowing 
teachers with temporary permits to 
/remain in the same school for one 


| year only, under exceptional circum- 


stances, has had some bearing on the 
decrease of tenure for teachers in the 
one-room rural schools. 


famous fumbler of words and phrases| CANADIAN FLAG CONTROVERSY 


The controversy over a new flag 
for Canada, has become somewhat 
heated in certain circles. Personally, 
the good old 'Inion Jack is good e- 
nough for us. Howeser, in our opin- 
ion, Prime Minister Mackéfi ng 
suggests an intelligent solution, whi 
addressing a meeting of the Canadian 
Legion a few weeks ago, in which he 
recommended that the National flag 
should contain the Union Jack in 
&hief, with, in the fly, a large maple 
leaf, substituted for the present al- 
most undecipherable coat of arms. 
Another suggestion is that a national 
flag should be the Union Jack quart- 
ered on a white flag, with a red map- 
le leaf or large size on the fly; that 
the naval flag should be the White 
Ensign of the Royal Navy, with a 
large red maple leaf in the lower 
quarter; that the merchant ensign, 
should be the present Red Ensign, 
with a large white maple leaf in the 
lower quarter, and that s Blue En- 
sign should be provided of the same 
design. If Canada {s to have its own 
flag, there is no doubt that the fore- 
going proposed designs would be ac- 
ceptable to the. majority of Canad- 
ians, and highly distinctive-—Smiths 
Falls Record-News. 


MOVEMENT FROM FARM TO 
TOWN 


Figures made public by the Depart 
ment of Reconstruction show that in 
the three years from 1941 to 1944, 
86,000 farmers and farm workers 
in Canada moved to towns and cities, 
thus depriving the country of that 
many potential food producers and 
adding to the congestion of already 
overcrowded urban centres. Not long 
ago R.M. Warren, M.P. for North Ren- 
frew spoke in the House of Commons 
of the movement away from farms 
and expressed concern for the out- 
come of this trend comments the Ot- 
tawa Journal. 

High wages in war industries no 
doubt attracted many of these people 
to the cities, while others were caught 
in the viscious circle and, unable to 
get help to operate their farms and 
unable to do the work themselves, 
simply gave up the unequal struggle 
and left their farms. 

One immediate result of this mi- 
gration has been its contribution to 
the current housing shortage in cities 
and towns, but the most serious re- 
sult lies in the fact that a great 
many of these men, having experienc- 
ed comforts and conveniences of city 
life, will not want to return to the 
farms and production of food may de- 
crease alarmingly. No one can biame 
a farmer for wanting to remain in the 
city if he has a decent job there. An 
eight-hour day is singularly attrac- 
tive when compared with the almost 
never-ending toil of farm life and reg- 
ular wage is to be preferred to an un- 
certain income which depends in large 
on the vagaries of the weather, the 
markets and various other factors 
over which the farmer has no control. 

Canada ia, and for «a long time must 
remain, essentially an agricultural! 
country, but if people are to be induc- 
ed to atay on the land there must be 
a new desl for the farmers. Bxten- 
sion of rural electrification and in- 
creased tion will help, so 
will improved educational health 
services, but the real sore te, as 
we see the situation, are the long 
hours and the uncertain and often in- 
adequate return for the farmer's 
labor. Of the two, the first is probably 
harder to cure than the second,

1-2 cup sugar, 4 theps. flour, 1-8 
tap. salt, pinch nutmeg, 2 thepa.

rind one orange, 2 eggs (separated), 
1 cup milk,

French toast and cheese toast are 
hearty enough for main dishes. French 
toast is made by dipping slices 
in a mixture of egg beaten with 2 
theps. milk and browning on both 
sides in a little fat in the frying pan. 
For cheese toast, lay slices of cheese 
salted and peppered, between slices of 
unbuttered bread. Brown the sand- 
wiches on both sides in fat, cooking 
ftlowly wntil the cheese melita. 

Cruste and bone-dry pieces can 
make up the supply of bread crumbs 
that every good cook likes to have 
on hand. Dry the bread in a slow ov- 
en, then roll it to crumbs or put 
through food grinder. (Tie a paper 
bag. over the outlet of chopper to 
prevent crumbs from spilling.) Keep 
crumbs covered and protected from 
dust and moisture.

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Starting out from Churchill, 
Manitoba, on Feb, 14, a force of 
Canadian army personnel will begin 
a 3,100-mile-long journey into the 
frozen and, for the most part, tree- 
les: Western Arctic. The” expedi- 
tion, known as “Exercise Musk- 
Ox,”. will test new equipment 


specially designed for winter travel — 


under extreme conditions, and is ex- 
pected to unearth, as well, informa- 
tion that will be invaluable in the 
future development of the Arctic’s 
mining, trapping and fishing possi- 
bilities. The above map, prepared 
by the official cartographer of The 
Canadian Geographical Society, 
shows the route to be followed. 
“Exercise Musk-Ox” will test 
three new techniques which, if 


' found suitable, will greatly affect 


future travel in the Arctic. These 
will be the long-range performance 
of snowmobiles, transportation of 
supplies by air, and the use of radar 
and astro-navigation devices in the 
hitherto unnavigable areas around 
the magnetic pole. 

_ Previous army expeditions al- 
ready have resulted in improving 
methods of travel and living in the 
_ north, and, in addition, much valu- 


able data will be made available for 
future military operations should 
they become necessary. 


From Baker Lake, where an ad- 
vance meteorological and air bas¢ 
has already been established for the 
expedition to the Arctic Ocean, the 
route will cross some of the least- 
known parts of Canada, all of which 
are unmapped, with the exception 
of Back River. This 500-mile long 
river has becn travelled but twice— 
by Captain Back in 1834 and by two 
Hudson’s Bay Company men in 
1855, 


“Exercise Musk-Ox” will reach 
the Arctic Coast at. Perry River, 
where an Es.imo operates a trad- 
ing-post, .will then cross 100 miles 
of frozen ocean to reach Cambridge 
Bay, where the R.C_M.P. schooner 
“St. Roch” is now wintering, and 
subsequently follow the south coast 
from Victoria Island for 250 miles 
to Bapermine. From there it will 
tra verland to strike the first 
trees near Port Radium. Early in 
May it is scheduled to reach. the 
Alaska Highway and then follow 
the 700-mile stretch from Fort 
Nelson to Edmonton.

Costs of Strikes 
In Relationship 
To Rewards 
Worker, Ssaleig: Consumer 
— All Groups Suffer Loss 


Strikes are costly to all groups 
in the community, says the New 
York Times. The worker suffers 
a loss of income. The employer 
has reduced profits. The consumer 
suffens inconvenience and must 
forego products urgently desired. 
This is all so obvious that it 
scarcely needs repetition. What is 
less obvious is that the cost in- 
volved is often excessively great in 
relationship, to the rewards to be 
won.

An illustration is found in the 
cost of the present steel strike to 
the workers. The companies have 


‘offered an increase of 15 cents an 


hour, which would be the largest 
increase ever received by these 
workers. This strike has been call- 
ed to obtain an additional 3% 
cents an hour. If the 15-cent offer 
were accepted, steel workers would 
earn about $1.29 an hour. On 
the basis of their own demands 
they would earn $1.32% an hour. | 
a * & 


Every hour’s work that is lost 
because of the insistence upon an 
additional 344 cents an hour costs 
the steel worker at least $1.29. It 
would take him thirty-seven hours 
of work at the additional. 314 cents 
an hour to make up for the loss of 
one hour’s pay of $1.29, In other 
words, if the steel worker is unem- 
ployed for one ferty-hour week 
it will take him thirty-seven full 
weeks at the higher rate to make 
up for the lost time If the 
strike lasts for two weeks it will 
take seventy-four weeks to make 
up for the time lost. If the strik- 
ers were out for a month, it would 
take 14@.evecks, or almost three full 
years, before the earnings lost dur- 
ing the strike were recoupud.

These figures, of course, do not 
in themselves establish the merit 
of the offer made by the steel 
companies. They do not in them- 
selves disprove Mr. Murray’s claim 
that more could have been paid. 
But they do call attention to a 
factor which is frequently lost 
sight of, when union labor rejects 
a major gain in favor of a strike.

New 2-4D Chemical 
Deadly To Weeds 


A powerful new chemical weed 
killer known as 2-4-D. so effective 
it will destroy dandelions and most 
other weed. found in lawns’ with- 
out injury to the grass, was dis- 
Federal Agriculture 


Department. 

Experiments disclosed that one 
application of 2-4-D, expected to 
b: availabir in quar tities early this 
spring, would kill many weeds with 
greater effect .han any other chemi- 
cal, One drawback was that it 
te nporarily eliminated clover 
which, however, gradually grew 
back again without re-seeding. 

When used on Canada thistle, the 
chemical did not completely kill the 
vigorous weed but set it back so 
badly the weed did not reappear 
until harvest time and then only 
in the form of young shoots. Sim- 
ila: results were obtairied on field 
bindweed gr: wing in a field of oats. ~ 

The new killer swiftly destroyed 
annual weeds such as mustard, 
lambs quarters and red root pig- 
weed. 

The chemical caused “no per- 
ceptible injury” to plants of the 
grass family, which includes wheat, 
oats, bariey and rye, but experts 
warned that ‘f it was used on a 
lawn arouad a flower garden care 
be exercised to prevent damage to 
flowers. as the ful’ powers of the 
preparation still were to be deter- 
mined.

Instead 
of spreading butter on the pancakes 
slice a few sections of banana on 
them before pouring on the syrup. 
Maple syrup is indeed the favorite 
topping but we suggest a choice of 
alternatives this year. 

On plain waffles: Mashed bananas, 
few drops of lemon juice and top 
milk; raisins cooked in a butter- 
scotch flavoured sauce; cottage 
cheese mixed with crushed peaches.

Canadian Occupation Force 

The Canadian occupation force 
of 25,000 men, according to an 
announcement by Prime Minister 
King, will be withdrawn from 
Germany early in April. 

Air , Minister Gibson previously 
had announced the withdrawal of 
10,000 men in the occupation air 
force would start June 30. The 
Navy di? not participate in occupa 
tion duty. 

Mr. King’s announcement added 
that the present shipping situation 
“forecast all troops now in Ger- 
many should be back in Canada by 
September or © ctober.” 

Mr, King pointed out that Can- 
ada, tinlike the big nations, was not 
one of the occupying powers and 
was not a member of the Allied 
Control Commission. At the ‘same 
time other European-allies, not in 
a position to supply contingents 
at the beginning of the occupation, 
“are now becoming increasingly 
able to share in occupation duties.”
